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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's antiendment filed 6/3/08 has been entered. Examiner acknowledges 
claims 9, 11-14 and 19 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8, 10, 15-18 and 20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose nor fairly suggest a stress reliving method for a wafer which forms a plurality 
of first openings in the dielectric layer within the first area; and forming a first material layer 
over the wafer, wherein the upper surface of the first material layer has pits at locations directly 
over the first openings, and the first material layer is a high stress dielectric layer (claim 1) nor 
providing a wafer with a dielectric layer thereon, wherein the wafer is divided into a first area 
and a second area such that no circuits are formed within the first area, the first area comprising a 
scribe line, the second area comprising a region for forming a die, wherein there is no opening 
formed in the dielectric layer within the first area (claim 10) in the context of their recited 
processes along with their depending claims.
